Claims 1-34 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
claimed process for preparing a lubricating oil basestock, comprising contacting a hydrocarbon feedstock with a bulk metal 
catalyst under hydrocracking conditions and fractionating the hydrocracked feedstock, said catalyst comprising non-noble 
Group VIII metal molybdate in which at least a portion but less than all of the molybdate is replaced by tungsten. 

Ferlazzo et al. and Velenyi teach catalysts comprising the same components (i.e., Ni, Mo, W, etc.). However, these 
references teach ranges of these components that are not commensurate with those respectively claimed. Also, the catalysts 
disclosed in Ferlazzo et al. and Velenyi are useful in the production of methyl acrylate or a mixture of methyl acrylate with 
acrylic acid (Ferlazzo et al.), and for the conversion of methane to higher order hydrocarbons (Velenyi), as opposed to the 
production of a lubricating oil basestock.
